ASKS EXPANSION

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
14—A resolution sponsored joint- 
ly by Russia and the United 
States asking the Genera! Assem- 
bly to direct resumption of ne- 
gotiations for a world disarm- 
a@ment. treaty by an expanded 
international committee was 
adopted by acclamation last 
might by the U.N. Political Com- 
mittee. 

Approval of the resolution by 
the Assembly was certain. The 
Assembly had called for con- 
ferences between the United 
States and the Soviet Union to 


agree on the composition of a | 


negotiating committee satisfac- 
tory to all U.N: members. 

Despite the unanimous approv- 
al of the resolution filling that 
requirement, the meeting of fhe 
Political Committee ended in 
contToversy. 

Threat by Zorin. 
Promptly after approval of the 


plan adding two Latin American, | 


two Asian, two African states, 

and a European and Middle | 
Eastern country to the 10-nation 
negotiating committee, previ- 
ously divided equally between 
Communist and Western coun- 
tries, chief Soviet Delegate Val- 
erian A. Zorin renewed Soviet 
threats to resume nuclear tests 
if other nations conducted them 

This statement, not related to 
the disarmament resolution drew 
sharp replies from Arthur H. 
Dean, United States chief dis- 
armament negotiator, and Jo- 
seph B. Godber, British Min- 
ister of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs 

Before the exchange over nu- 
clear testing, discussion had been 
conciliatory on the disarmament 
resolution, which called for the 
new 18-member negotiating com- | 
mittee to begin discussions “‘as | 
a matter of utmost urgency” on 
the basis of agreed principles an- | 
nounced earlier by the United | 
States and Russia. Zorin and | 
Adlai E. Stevenson, United States | 
chief delegate, expressed satis- | 
faction with the compromise. 

New Members Named. 

The resolution named Brazil 
Burma, Ethiopia, India, Mexico, 
Nigeria, Sweden and the United 
Arab Republic as new members 
of the negotiating committee. 
They were agreed on to meet 
demands of the Soviet Union for 
political balance in the commit- 
tee and the United States for 
geographical distribution. Pres- 
ent members are Bulgaria, Can- 
ada, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Italy, Poland, Romania, Russia, 
Britain and the 


Assembly call for a progress re- 
port from the committee to be 
submitted not later than June 1. 

In introducing thé resolution, 
Stevenson made clear that al- 
though the United States did 
not insist on including the spe- 
cific phrase in the statement of 
principles requiring verification 
of armed forces retained by na- 
tions in various stages of arms 
reduction, it would insist on in- 
spection. Russia has said it 
would never agree to this, call- 
ing it a form of espionage. 

A Word of Caution. 

“Let me utter one word of. 
caution,’’ Stevenson said. “‘It is 
true that the United States and 
the Soviet Union have reached | 
agreement on a set of general 
principles to guide disarmament 
negotiations. It is true that they 
are agreed on a new and en- 
larged forum for discussion of 
the disarmament problem. 

“These are significant steps in 
the right direction, and we are. 
happy that it has been possible 
to take them. We hope they will 
be followed by further steps, 
even more significant and far- 
reaching. 

“But in hailing our present 
progress, we should not be blind | 
to its limitations. What is yet 
to be undertaken looms as a 
gigantic task alongside what has | 
just been accomplished. | 

“We have found the way to! 
resume consideration of actual | 
disarmament measures, but we 
have not yet tackled the task of | 
disarming. | 

“We have agreed upon certain | 
basic principles for disarmament | 
—though not upon all principles 
—but we has not yet agreed | 
upon means to put a single one 
into effect. 

“We have presented to this 
Assembly our’ respective dis- 
armament programs, but we 
have not yet attempted to recon- 
cile their differences. | 

“We have agreed upon a ne- 
gotiating forum, but we have 
not yet determined how it will 
go about its work. We have 
made an encouraging beginning, 
but only a beginning.”’ | 

Zorin’s Statement. | 

Zorin said Russia noted with 
satisfaction the move forward on 
the disarmament forum. 

He said that although differ- 


ences of principle remained "| 


felt that what should be empha- 
sized “is not that which divides 
us but that which brings us 
closer.’”’ He said he believed. that 
the question of disarmament | 
could be solved so that the ex- 
clusion of war from the world | 
could be brought about. 

Spokesmen for other member | 
gtates in the 103-nation political 
committee had expressed gratifi- 
cation: at accord. Encountering | 
po objection, Chairman Mario 
Qmadeo of Argentina declared | 
the draf. resolution wus adopted | 
‘“manimously and by acclama- 
tion.” Then Zorin began his’ 
threatening speech on nuclear | 
testing

BERLIN. . Dec. 144 (UPI— 
Mavor Willy’ Brandt returned 
from Paris today to assure West 
Berliners that ‘‘the West will not 
let us down.”’ 

Brandt flew in from a meeting 
with Western Allied foreign min- 
isters. ‘“‘Berliners have enough 
worries about (East German 
Communist boss Walter) Ul- 
bricht,”’ he said on arrival. ‘They 
need not worry over the West. 

“The fundamental stand of the 
Western powers is clear,” 
Brandt said. ‘“‘They will live up 
to their commitments. They will 
not let us down.’”’ 

Brandt declined to comment 
on the rift between France and 
the rest of the Allies over the 
question of early Berlin negoti- 
ations with the Soviet Union. 

A United States battle group 
f 1500 troops completed its 
move to Berlin today, across 110 
miles of East German territory, 
without interference by the Com- 
munists 

Last elements of the First Bat- 
tle Group, Nineteenth Infantry, 
Twenty-fourth Division, rode in- 
to West Berlin at duck to replace 
the First Battle Group, -Eight- 
eenth Infantry, Eighth Division, 
which rushed to Berlin on Presi- 
dent Kennedy's orders a week 
after the Communists closed the 
Berlin border Aug. 13 

The move out of Berlin by the 
First Battle Group, Eighteenth 
Infantry, will be completed to- 
morrow, winding up one of the 
biggest United States military 
movements on Berlin’s access 
lifeline highway in recent years 
The movement involved a: total 
ot about 3000 men. 

The East German Communists 
told the West today not to ex- 
pect any concessions on Berlin 
other than the offer to make it 
a “free demilitarized city.”’ 

A speech by Paul Verner, head 
of the Berlin branch of the Com- 
munist party, dismissed as an 
‘April fool joke’’ President Ken- 
nedy‘s suggestion that the high- 
way through East Germany to 
Berlin be internationalized. 

He said the Western foreign 
ministers in Paris were deluding 
themselves by talking of getting 
any concessions from the Rus 
S1Ians 

Communist police. stoned a 
Christmas tree erected near the 
wall between East. and West 
Berlin and knocked off some of 
its branches, West Berlin police 
reported. 

The. tree, in the American 
zone’s Kreuzberg district, was

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Another French Veto? 


President De Gaulle’s stubborn obstruction 
of allied negotiations with Russia over Ber- 
lin suggests that the time may have come to 
ask him plainly just how many divisions he 
is prepared to contribute to the defense of 
Berlin in case the dispute degenerates to a 
military one. Since the French do not even 
contribute their full share to NATO, they 
could be expected to let somebody else do 
any fighting in Berlin. That is what makes 
so intolerable the pompous pretension of De 
Gaulle in persistently blocking a diplomatic 
resolution of the issue, 

No doubt President De Gaulle, under the 
that exclusive intuition which en- 
lightens. him only, feels quite certain that the 
Russians would never push the Berlin ques- 
tion to a military showdown. But those who 
would have to do the fighting if a showdown 
came may be pardoned for wishing to rely 
on something else than private visions, Fur- 
thermore, there are not just two possible out- 
comes but three.

Just as the Communists were able. to 
make a fundamental change in Berlin's situ- 
ation by building the wall along the East- 
West dividing line, so they would possess 
many resources for taking similar initiatives 


They 
would not need to resort to war, or 
adopt tactics to which the West could reply 


with war. Thev would only need to close a 
bridge for “repairs,” to lose a rubber stamp, 
to invent a thousand other petty obstructions 


in order to impair West Berlin's position as 


the wall impaired it. No matter how furlous- 
ly the West insisted upon its rights of access, 
the Communists could decide for themselves 
how much or how little to respect these rights, 
and there would be no appeal. 

The Western alternatives are not, then, 
merely to negotiate or to “stand firm.” The 
West could ° nd firm” until the cows cam 
home, and this would still .ot prevent the 


situation of Berlin from being changed—for 
the Soviets possess the power to change it, 
with or without Western consent. 

Not only to remove a possible cause of war, 
but to prevent a worse Berlin problem than 
the present one from emerging, President 
Kennedy and Prime Minister Macmillan are 
wise to persist in efforts for a diplomatic set- 
tlement. Of course there would have to be 
concessions by the West—but concessions also 
by the Soviets, reciprocal adjustment being 
the essence of negotiation of any kind. It is 
also a characteristic of negotiation that, skill- 
fully handled, these mutual adjustments can 
to the best interests of all parties.

But a university may 
lack thoughtful Consequently, the 
Alumni Federation of Washington University 
has adopted a resolution recognizing that 
where differences of opinion are tolerated, 
criticism is probable and admissible. The 
academic freedom that invites differences of 
opinion, however, must be above criticism; 

The 
resolution quotes Jefferson's request that the 
University of Virginia “be based on the il- 
limitable freedom of the human mind.”

Missile Mobility Discounted 

he Defense Department should clarify the 
ambiguous explanations it has given for can- 
celing a program to mount 150 interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles on railroad flatcars. 
As ICBM accuracy and reliability ‘ave stead- 
ilv increased; it has become apparent that 
mobility offers great protection. Yet the 
Pentagon now has decided to put the solid- 
fueled Minuteman, a big brother of the sub- 
marine-carried Polaris, exclusively into un- 
derground silos at fixed sites. 

In canceling the railway program, on which 
$100,000,000 has been spent, the Pentagon 
made two statements. One is that under- 
ground deployment is “a better way to do it.” 
The other is that since 300 silo Minutemen 
are to replace the 150 flatcar missiles, the 
increase in numbers would more than com- 
pensate for the loss of mobility. 

What is the supporting evidence, if any, 
for these two lame explanations? 

Most of our big land-based missiles are 
sitting upright on pads or in concrete boxes 
ready to be raised to the perpendicular. 
They are quite vulnerable to a nearby ex- 
plosion. The Titans now about to be installed 
in silos will be under massive steel and con- 
crete slabs that are expected to protect 
against all but a close hit. But how effective 
would this protection be against nuclear 
missiles that already exceed 50 megatons? 

sritain had some doubts in this respect 
and 18 months ago abandoned its Blue Streak 
long-range missile, fired from a fixed hase. 
Defense Minister Watkinson gave a forthright 
explanation: “Vulnerability of missiles 
launched from static sites and the practica- 
bility of launching missiles of considerable 
range from mobile platforms have. now been 
established.” 

Why is that practicability now suddenly 
abandoned for American weaponry? Advo- 
cates of the fixed base argue that 10 enemy 
missiles might he required to destroy it. But 
its position is known in advance, Would not 


more than 10 missiles be required to destroy 
a mobile base which seldom occupies the 
same site twice? As for economy, a missile on 
a flatcar should cost far less than one in a 
siio surrounded by tons of concrete and steel. 

Missile base building has become a con- 
struction ‘industry in its own vight, and no 
doubt-its beneficiaries are delighted with the 
Pentagon’s decision. But that decision still 
needs persuasive explanation. 


Models for Better Homes 


The importance of a good example is the 
best recommendation for the proposal to pur- 
chase old homes in the city and then to dem- 
onstrate how they can be rehabilitated. A 
revolving fund for this purpose is among the 
suggestions made by the St. Louis Housing 
tehabilitation Co-ordinating Committee and 
seconded by Mayor Tucker. 

Much already has been achieved through 
the use of public and private funds in the 
Hyde Park, Cherokee, Pontiac, Gravois, West 
End, Compton-Eads, Fountain Park and Shaw 
neighborhoods. People in these areas have 
taken a new pride in their refurbished homes. 
For its part, the city has repaired streets, put 
in modern lighting, planted trees and opened 
more parks and playgrounds. Among the 
bond issue items to be voted on next month 
is one which provides for more of this work. 

Spectacular undertakings such as the river- 
front park and the Mill Creek redevelopment 
are no more important than the saving of 
neighborhoods threatened by blight. Slums 
are not inevitable. Property owners, espe- 
cially if they band together, can reverse the 


decline of old neighborhoods. If this is done 
with imagination, such neighborhoods can 
rival the attractiveness of new sections. 


In this lies the anpeal of the pilot house 
proposal. An architect in the city’s service 
would take an old house in hand. What might 
be just patch work would be done in a man: 
ner to create new beauty and comfort. After 
being open to inspection for a while, the 
house would be sold and the proceeds used 
to transform another one. By taking advan- 
tage of these examples, property owners 
would bring a new charm into old neighbor- 
hoods. There would be an end of the frus- 
trating pattern under which progress too 
often is discounted by decay. 


Arhitration in the A.F.L-C.1LO. 


Jurisdictional conflicts between craft and 
industrial unions in recent years have had 
an adverse effect on the economy and on the 
public attitude toward labor. They have de- 
layed the nation’s missile program and have 
caused severe economic loss to innocent em- 
ployers who have been.the victim of squab- 
bles between unions. Serious friction among 
the leadership of the A.F.L.-C.1.0. has been 
caused by jurisdictional fights and this has 
hampered organizing efforts by the federa- 
lion. 

It is good news therefore that the A.F.L.- 
C.I.0O. in its convention has worked out a 
formula calling for “final and binding” arbl- 
tration of jurisdictional disputes with a right 
of appeal to the 29-member executive coun- 
cil. A.F.L.-C.1.0. President George Meany has 
called the plan ‘‘very workable and very for- 
ward looking.” 

The plan was the result of two years of 
study and negotiation by a committee headed 
by Al J. Hayes of the Machinists. The A.F.L.- 
C.1.0. constitution will be amended to make 
Sanctions applicable to unions found guilty 
of raiding, job piracy, and using unethical 
campaign material in organizing drives. Com- 
plaints would be first referred to a mediation 
panel to work out a voluntary settlement. 
Arbitration would follow if mediation failed. 

Arbitration would not, however, be quite 
“final and binding,” for 15 members of the 
executive council could overturn its results. 
Though the plah is endorsed by the industrial 
unions, the Building Trades had opposed it 
but finally agreed. How judiciously the coun- 
cil handles its appeals, and how successfully 
disputes are settled by arbitration alone will 
determine how well the plan works. La- 
bor itself has a large stake in its success. Its 
failure would create new pressures for in- 
creased Government authority as to juris- 
dictional disputes and secondary boycotts. 


From Hotels, a Hope 

New hotels—or rather, motels which are 
the up-to-date equivalent of hotels—are he- 
ginning to pop up all over St. Louis—in the 
West End, on the riverfront and downtown, 
too. According to the announcements, all of 
them are to be completed by 1964 in time to 
accommodate visitors in town to ride to the 
top of the riverfront arch.-This does prove 
that one development begets another. 

The additional accommodations also raise 
the first glimmer of a hope that St. Louis 
may once again be host to a national political 
convention. After all, the Democrats nomi- 
nated Seymour here in 1868, Tilden in 1876, 
Cleveland in 1888, Parker in 1904, and Wilson 
in 1916. And the Republicans assembled here 
in 1896 to nominate McKinley. 

With a new city at the old location, who 
Can say that what seemed an its way to be- 
coming a regular event in 1868, may not be- 
come so in, say, 1968. 


The Networks Talk Back 

Two television network executives have ac- 
cused FCC Chairman Newton N. Minow of 
sensational and dangerous doctrine for his 
criticism of TV programing as a “vast waste- 
land.’ Yet the counterattack seems more 
sensational than anything Mr. Minow said. 

Frank Stanton, president of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, contended in a lecture 
that Mr. Minow had ignored many fine hours 
of public service programs interspersed 
among entertainment features, Westerns, pri- 
vate eyes and other elements to which the 
FCC chairman had objected. Mr. Minow’s 
complaint was not that good programs did 
not exist, but that there was not enough of 
them. It is possible that his criticism stimu- 
lated the growth of such programs. 

Robert W. Sarnoff, chairman of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., said official criticism 
of TV could set a precedent “that could be 
disastrous in the hands of some future au- 
thority.” Yet FCC members have been criti- 
cizing the broadcasting industry for nearly 30 
years. No censorship has developed and no 
disaster has befallen the industry. 

Perhaps these alarmist objections to FCC 
criticism develop from the fact that che com- 
mission begins hearings next month on net- 
work policies. Hearings mean more criti- 
cism. But the networks and their programs 
will survive even that.

Is there a conspiracy among Ameri- 
can anthropologists and archeologists 
to keep all pre-Columbian discoverers 
oft our shores just for the purpose of 
preserving forever Columbus’s reputa- 
tion as the first European to set foot 
on this continent? 

The study of Boland’s book (as well 
as Frederick J. Pohl’s ‘‘Atlantic Cross- 
ings Before Columbus’’) shows that 
there is a group of amateur archeolo- 
gists who fight almost ferociously for 
the recognition of many mysterious 
pre-Columbian finds as historic truths. 
The fact that there were people who

probably came to America in the 
course of their travels—more by chance 
than design—is not unreasonable. In

IN JUDGING the prices on 
fresh vegetables, one must take 
into account the time of year. 
For instance, cauliflower, corn 
and eggplant would not be ‘‘good 
buys’ at present prices judged 
by summer standards, but they 
are by winter standards. 

Other thrifty vegetable buys 
include rutabagas, all white po- 
tatoes (with Idaho russets a 
little more expensive than round 
reds or round whites), celery, 
parsnips, peppers and radishes, 

There are some low prices on 
carrots, but those of top quality 
come in the moderate bracket.

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Gentle Champion of Classic Guitar 


George C. Krick Hopes Even Rock

AT A TIME when the guitar 
often seems monopolizd by sing- 
ers of new “folk” songs and 
strumming, side-burned ado- 
lescents, George C. Krick re- 
mains a gentle champion of the 
classic guitar 

Krick, who has taught classic 
guitar for more than 60 of his 90 
years, has imparted to countless 
students the haunting beauty of 
the guitar of Spain. His concert 
performances were once con- 
sidered among the nation’s best. 

He recalls many periods when 
the classic guitar has been very 
popular. At other times, he has 
confidently played a waiting 
game. 

His home at 5164 Washington 
boulevard, like the studio he 
kept for years at 4746 McPher- 
son avenue, is filled with the 
lore of a noble instrument and 
its place in the history of na- 
tions. 

Krick appreciates the guitar’s 
role as an instrument of the peo- 
ple. But he views as a challenge 
its perplexing popularity in the 
world of rock ’n’ roll and the 
harsh homage it regularly pays 
to Nashville, Tenn. 

“I'm glad these chaps use the 
guitar,”’ he said, “but it dis- 
tresses me to hear even young 


persons applaud primitive enter- 


tainment.”’ 

Krick is not opposed to all 
popular performers. “Richard 
Dyer-Bennett is my idea of a 
folk singer,”’ he said, adding that 
he finds admirable the flamenco 
guitar of Carlos Montoya. Fla- 
menco, he explained, is a first 
cousin to the classic style. 

He always hopes that “shout- 
ing guitarists who get by with 
strumming three or four chords” 
will hear a recording by the re- 
nowned Andres Segovia and 
repent. It happens often enough 
to nourish his faith. 


Krick said many guitarists 
skilled with the pick and a steel- 
stringed instrument have ap- 
peared at his door. They are 
enthralled by a ‘“‘new sound” 
they never knew existed, and are 
ready to start learning all over 
again. Most were side-tracked 
as beginners because the pick- 
style guitar ‘‘makes more noise”’ 
and because tender fingers, im- 
patient to become the life of 
some party. could not wait to 
develop the strength needed for 
classic guitar,

bare fingers plucking silk or 
nylon strings is surprisingly old. 


When Krick lights his pipe 
and begins to trace the history 
of the guitar, he does not start 
with Les Paul, Alvino Rey or 
even the instrument’s well- 
known love affair with Spain 
and Latin America. He casual- 
ly states that “the guitar, in 
one form or another, was being 
played 3090 years ago before 
the Christian era,” then moves 
on to some point “perhaps 
more interesting.” 


One learns that the classic 
guitar has been composed for, 
or played by, some of the giants 
of music history. Chopin, Schu- 
bert, Bach, Brahms, Haydn, 


Handel and Cesar Franck are a 
few.

EXCHANGING one loser for 
another is usually a break-even 
proposition, but there are times 
when the exchange gains a trick. 

South got to four hearts after 
a reasonable sequence of bids.

North could do no better than 
show support for hearts and 
South eventually contracted for 
game.

West took the ace and re- 
turned the jack of spades. He 
knew from the fall of the queen 
of spades prviously that East 
had no more spades. Declarer 
ruffed but East over - ruffed. 
South had to lose a club trick 
later and went down one. 

South had played the hand 
properly up to the point when he 
trumped the jack of spades in 
dummy. This dast move was ill- 
advised, since it was certain 
that East had no more spades 
and would overtrump the dum- 
my. with the queen of hearts.

Krick’s present students mir- 
ror this interest. Although he 
“retired” almost 20 years 
ago, he currently teaches 
housewives, professional men, 
a stockbroker, a painter of 
children and three interns 
from Barnes Hospital. 


Krick, who was born in Ger- 
many, took his first lesson at 
the turn of the century from the 
late William Foden of St. Louis. 
Foden, who died in 1947, was 
considered the greatest Amer- 
ican classic guitarist. 

In 1906 Krick moved to Phila- 
delphia, where he founded the 
Germantown Conservatory of 
Music, To augment his income 
from teaching guitar purists, he 
directed several of the guitar, 
mandolin and banjo societies 
popular with collegians of the 
1920s. 

He joined Foden on the New 
York concert stage, and for some 
years edited a monthly “fretted 
instruments” column in The 
Etude music magazine. 

Krick first met Segovia in 
1924 in Germany where both 
were on tour. Turning his scrap- 
book pages to a snapshot of the 
then young Spanish virtuoso in 
a Munich beer hall, Krick said: 

“Foden and I, in our humble 
way, prepared the American soil 
for what was coming. Segovia’s 
recordings and personal appear- 
ances in this country did the 
rest.”’ 

When Krick returned to St. 
Louis, he brought with him the 
satisfaction of having helped 
persuade promoter Sol Hurok to 
book Segovia in the United 
States. 

He also brought a handsome

DEAR DR. MOLNER: My sister, in her late fifties, had | 
a stroke. She hasn’t spoken for two months and has lost the | 
use of her right arm and leg. I am quite frustrated. Any 
information you can give will be appreciated. R.H.A. 

This letter comes from 
a city that is particularly 
noted for its medical 
achievements. It has, 
among other fine institu- 
tions, a modern rehabili- 
tation center. 

And. yet, here is still | 
another case of a stroke 
victim not being given the 
advantages of. rehabilita- 
tion treatment, 

In the last 10 years | 
really substantial prog- | 
ress has been made in | 
rehabilitating stroke vic- | 
tims. 

A stroke, of course, is the result of damage to 
arteries which serve the brain, either a clogging of 
an artery, or bleeding from one. Certain parts of the 
brain therefore are damaged. 

In this case the combination of consequences, loss 
of speech and loss of the use of the right arm and 
leg, is not unusual, because the speech center of the 
brain is located on the opposite (left) side, which gov- 
erns muscular activity of the right side. 

It is possible that physiotherapy can restore the lost fac- 
ulties to some extent; again, it may be that the damage is too 
severe. But the thing to do is find out so that the extent of 
the damage can best be evaluated. 

The sooner this can be done, the better. Damage many 
times can be minimized by immediate treatment. If not, it 
is advantageous in any event to begin learning to use the 
abilities which remain. 

A stroke of large proportions is a somber thing, but one 
should not dwell on the lost faculties. Rather, hope and hap- 
piness lie in exploring the positive values that remain: What 
CAN we do? Not the opposite. 

Therapists frequently can teach a patient how to 
achieve understandable speech even though some of 
the muscles no longer respond. Paralysis of the right 
arm is simply the signal to learn to use the left. Pa- 
tients brighten up amazingly once they pass that psy- 
chological hurdle and concentrate on what they CAN 
do instead of what they CAN’T. 

Less of speech does NOT necessarily mean that 
the patient has any impairment of hearing, reasoning 

or thinking.

Some Ways to Cook With Beer 


By Hoyt Alden 


WE ATTENDED a gathering 
not long ago at which the host 
served, among other things, fat 
frankfurters boiled in beer. They 
were delicious. But the Mea of 
cooking anything in beer came 
as quite a surprise to most of 
his guests. They were even more 
surprised to learn that, just as 
the French use wine in cooking, 
the Germans and the Hungarians 
and the British have used beer 
in their cooking for a long time, 
and get some pretty good re- 
sults. There are more things to 
do with beer than drink it or 
cry in it 

THE HUNGARIANS have a 
dish in which they combine beer 
with veal. If you'd like to exper- 
iment with beer cookery, you 
can start with this one. 

Have your butcher cut a piece 
of breast of veal from the bris- 
ket, with as little skin and bone 
as possible. Pound it out well, 
roll it and tie with a piece of 
string. Brown it on all sides in 
a couple tablespoons of butter 
and then put it in a casserole 

Now cut up an onion and 
brown it lightly in drippings. 
Stir in thre tablespoons of flour 
and blend well. Then pour in a 
bottle of beer. 

Follow the beer with two 
cloves, half a dozen peppercorns 
and a bay leaf. Stir it as it cooks, 
Pour it over the veal in the cas- 
serole and put the dish in a mod- 
erate oven, turning it now and 
then. If the sauce gets too thick, 
add a little more beer. 


AMONG OTHER things that 
excellent German cooks prepare 
with beer is fish. Sounds strange, 
but you'd be surprised. 

Start with a two-and-a-half to 
three-pound fish, such as 
flounder, bass or halibut, and

Cover 
with a double cheesecloth, and 
let it marinate from two to four 
davs. Turn it twice a day. 
When you're ready to cook, 
the meat on all sides in 
bacon grease.

Says on Return From: 
Tour That Latin Na- 
tions: Fail to Realize 
Full Economic Po- 
tential. : 


The division of South America 
into two separate common mar- 
kets was suggested here re- 
cently by United States Repre- 
@Bentative Thomas B. Curtis | 
(Rep.), Webster Groves. He said | 
the Equator should divide north- 
ern countries exporting raw 
materials from southern nations 
manufacturing finished products. 

Curtis, who has returned from 
@ tour of South America, said in 
an interview that although the 
northern, or “Caribbean,” na- 
tions have some potential for 
producing finished products, 
they do not do so, and appear to 
have little economic relationship 
with southern South America. 

He took part in a fact-finding 
study with other members of the 
House-Senate Joint Economic | 
Committee, which made the tour 
in connection with President 
Kennedy's Alliance for Progress 
program. 

The northern common market 
should be more like a marketing 
and purchasing co-operative, 
Curtis suggested, while southern 
nations, which trade mainly 
among themselves, should de- 
velop along the lines of the 
European Common Market. 

Economic Potential. 

Economic potential exists in, 
all of South America, he said, 
but its component countries fail 
to realize their opportunities. He | 
visited Brazil, Chile, Uruguay, 
Peru, Argentina and Venezuela. 

Although their populations 
have grown tremendously in the | 
last 15 years, he continued, 
these countries are underpopu- 
lated when one considers their 
available land. And those born 
in the population boom have not 
yet entered the labor market, he 
said. 

Curtis said the committee ob- 
served also in the countries they 
visited a need for additional 
skilled laborers, a deficiency 
that could be corrected by re- 
laxing immigration laws. 

These countries have frontiers 
similar to our own in the late 
1800s, he explained, adding that 
massive areas of underdevelop- | 
ment could also be opened up 
by a land reform program offer- 
ing free land to developers. 

Noting that the real estate tax 
fs practically non-existent in 
South America, Curtis down. | 
graded the value of a ‘‘soak the | 
rich” scheme suggested by some 
North Americans. | 

He would prefer a rea] estate 
tax based on the value of the) 
land, such as we have in the’ 
United States. Such a tax, he 
said, set up as a revenue pro- | 
gtam rather than land reform, 
would provide necessary disci- | 
pline. 

Tax Laws Unenforced. 


The present real estate tax | 
rate is based on land use, he | 
said, adding that it is no more | 
enforced than were Prohibition | 
laws in the United States. An) 
income tax also would help, he | 
said. | 

Another improvement would 
be a civil service system worthy 
of the name, Curtis said, be- 
cause only the military are so 
protected. Although members of 
the armed forces have excellent 
training, promotion and retire- 
ment plans, the postal service is 
“terrible,” he said. 

Without good postal facilities, 
he added, rural residents do not 
have an opportunity to learn | 
from books, newspapers, cir- | 
culars and other educational | 
aids. | 

Curtis deplored the presence | 
of “too much federal govern- | 
ment and not enough local gov- | 
érnment” in South America. 
Where local officials exist, he | 
said, they are paid by the na- 
tional government which ‘“‘oper- 
ates practically everything.” 

Threat of Communism. 


Turning to the threat of com- 
munism in South America, Curtis | 


said it is not as great as many | 


North Americans believe. Com- | 
munists find it difficult to in- | 
filtrate labor unions and schools, 
he said. 

“Communists are on the out- | 
side looking . . way out- 
side,” and United States com- | 
munications media are trying to. 
make communism there look - 
like something it is not, he ex- 
plained. 

Curtis said he hopes to have ’ 
experts on the South American 
economy testify after the sub- 
committee’s report is published. 
“In this way,’’ he said, ‘we will | 
* know where we fell down, what 
we missed and where we are 
correct.”
